To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors; 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1970,  which 
is  compiled  on  similar  lines  as  last  year,  I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  Yeoman,  tho 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  report  which  is  included,  I  am  also 
indebted  to  Dr.  Lycett,  tho  County  Medical  Officer  for  supplying  details  of 
immunisation  procedures  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  to  Mr.  Hampshire,  the 
Water  Engineer,  Borough  of  Swindon  for  supplying  me  with  a  summary  of  bacterial 
and  chemical  analysis. 

Marlborough  is  situated  on  the  river  Kennot  at  an  elevation  approximately 
470  feet  above  soa  level,  and  although  a  small  Borough,  has  an  importance 
which  is  not  related  to  its  size. 

Primarily  a  shopping  centre,  tho  town  is  also  an  important  educational 
centre,  as  in  addition  to  Marlborough  College,  there' is  the  Grammar  School^ 
dating  from  1550,  and  also  a  Secondary  Modern  School,  both  now  in  new  modern 
buildings  in  excellent  surroundings .  Tho  livelihood  of  tho  population  is 
provided  in  tho  main  by  work  in  local  trades  and  services,  a  little  light 
industry,  agricultural  pursuits,  and  further  afield  the  industrial  town  of 
Swindon,  Thoro  is  a  flourishing  catering  industry  to  moot  the  needs  of  the 
many  visitors  to  the  town,  which  provides  employment,  much  of  it  on  a  part- 
time  and  seasonal  basis. 

Tho  town  is  very  fortunate  in  having  tho  Savcrnako  hospital  within  two 
miles  of  the  centre,  in  pleasant  surroundings ,  This  hospital  of  62  bods 
provides  in-patient  facilities  for  at  least  90  Per  cent  of  those  who  require 
hospital  admission,  has  a  first  class  maternity  unit,  and  a  modern  well 
oquippod  out -patients  department.  I  understand  that  there  arc  now  definite 
plans  to  provido  for  ton  mainly  long-stay  geriatric  beds,  which  I  very  much 
welcome  and  have  advocated  in  the  past.  Not  only  does  a  hospital  of  this 
type  provido  very  satisfactory  arrangements  medically,  but  also  fullfils  an 
important  role  socially  in  enabling  relatives  to  keep  in  touch.  Tho  fact 
that  many  of  tho  nursing  staff,  of  whom  somo  have  returned  to  nursing  after 
marriage,  would  not  travel  to  work  in  hospitals  further  away  and  would  thereby 
bo  lost  to  tho  nursing  profession,  is  a  matter  of  some  importance  at  a  time 
when  in  other  areas  shortage  of  nursing  staff  has  led  to  difficulties  and 
even  ward  closures. 
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The  population  estimate  this  year  shows  virtually  no  change.  The  effect 
of  the  extension  to  the  M4,duo  to  ho  completed  in  1971?. on  the  population  trend 
is  difficult  to  predict.  While  it  should  mako  tho  town  an  even  more  attractive 
place  to  live  in  by  roducing  tho  amount  of  heavy  through  traffic,  tho  lack  of 
available  land  for  housing  development  will  probably  mean  that  any  increase  in 
population,  certainly  in  the  immediate  future,  will  bo  marginal  only. 

Tho  general  health  of  the  town  is  satisfactory.  The  number  of  births  - 
86  -  shows  a  slight  reduction,  but  still  givos  a  higher  adjusted  birth  rate  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  is  again  higher 
in  fact  tho  highest  recorded,  at  13  per  cent.  This  figure  is  rather  surprising 
since  it  takes  no  account  of  pregnancies  legitimised  by  marriage,  at  a  time  when 
society  tolerates  legalised  abortion.  Undoubtedly,  there  must  be  the  greatest 
concern  for  anything  which  increases  tho  numbers  of  children  of  an  unsupported 
mother,  since  as  anyone  concerned  with  community  health  knows  only  too  well  tjiat 
in  general,  in  spite  of  all  the  support  available  today,  they  face  serious 
built-in  handicaps  at  tho  outset.  Another  important  side  effect  of  present  day 
sex  trends  is  the  increasing  incidence  of  venereal  disease,  now  higher  than  it 
has  ever  boen,  and  probably  much  highor  than  official  figures  appear  to  indicate, 

Tho  number  of  deaths  are  slightly  lower  due  mainly  to  a  reduction  in 
deaths  from  coronary  heart  disease  and  lung  cancer.  nevertheless,  the  report 
of  tho  Royal  Collcgo  of  Physicians  "Smoking  and  Health  ITow",  1971?  has  rein¬ 
forced  tho  hazard  of  cigarette  smoking  in  relation  to  both  those  conditions 
together  with  chronic  bronchitis.  In  my  opinion  as  much  publicity  ns  possible 
needs  to  bo  given  to  tho  findings  of  this  report  over  a  long  period,  and  T  mako 
no  apology  for  referring  again  to  what  I  consider  to  bo  parts  of  tho  report 
which  perhaps  have  not  had  as  much  publicity  as  they  deserve.  First,  the 
estimate  that  in  1968  of  tho  99?082  deaths  which  occurred  among  men  aged  35~66, 
there  were  31 ,000  premature  deaths  -  almost  a  third  -  associated  with  cigarette 
smoking,  and  second,  tho  steady  and  comparatively  rapid  decline  in  the  risks  to 
tho  individual  who  givos  up  smoking  and  remains  a  non-smoker.  I  feel  sure  that 
in  future  there  will  be  an  increasing  trend  by  tho  more  thoughtful  members  of 
socioty  to  avoid  enslaving  themselves  to  this  dangerous  habit,  which  could 
result  in  smoking  becoming  unfashionable. 

Tho  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  -  13  -  was  tho 
lowest  since  1962  when  there  were  four.  Of  those,  nine  wore  duo  to  measles 
and  two  to  tuberculosis,  one  of  which  was  respiratory.  This  figure  contrasts 
strongly  with  the  total  of  236,  of  which  131  were  due  to  measles,  in  '196']. 
Measles  is  now  a  preventable  disease  and  can,  I  beliovc,  as  in  tho  case  of 
poliomyelitis  bo  almost  eliminated  by  tho  vaccination  policy.  In  this  Borough 
parents  have  so  far  responded  extremely  well,  and  most  children  arc  now 
vaccinated  against  measles  on  reaching  their  first  birthday.  Vaccination  is 
now  available  too  in  respect  of  rybella  (German  measles),  which  is  of  signifi¬ 
cance  in  that  it  is  a  potent  factor  in  producing  congenital  deformities  in 
children  born  to  women  who  contract  tho  disease  during  their  pregnancy ,  The 
present  recommendation  in  this  country  is  that  all  girls  in  the  1 1-J — 1 4  ago 
group  should  bo  vaccinated. 

Housing  conditions  arc  reasonably  good,  and  tho  points  scheme  has 
certainly  contributed  to  the  fact  that  fewer  complaints  reach  my  desk.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  there  is  a  pressing  need  at  tho  present  time  to  extend  and 
improve  housing  provisions  for  tho  elderly,  the  absolute  numbers  of  whom  con¬ 
tinue  to  rise.  Factors  which  could  load  to  an  acceleration  of  this  trend  in 
the  years  to  ccmc  arc  a  significant  reduction  in  "cigarette  smoking",  an 
important  factor  particularly  in  men,  another  could  well  be  a  significant 
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breakthrough  in  the  treatment  of  malignant  disease.  I  am  very  glad  that  the 
extension  to  York  Place  is  well  under  way  and  should  be  completed  in  late  1971* 
I  also  welcome  the  proposed  ^sheltered  grouped  accommodation  flatlet  scheme 
approved  in  outline  at  Port  Fields ,  and  the  proposal  to  adapt  the  Priory  to 
provide  similar  type  accommodation.  There  will  however  be  a  need  to  provide 
for  more  such  accommodation,  and  councils  should  consider  in  conjunction  with 
tho  now  Department  of  Social  Services  ways  and  means  to  improve  other  general 
supportivo  moasuros,  particularly  in  tho  fiold  of  nutrition.  There  will  be 
a  groat  or  need  not  only  for  mc-als  on  whoels  but  luncheon  clubs  too,  and  this 
is  why  I  liopo  that  tho  scliomo  to  provide  thoso  facilities  at  tho  Priory  will 
come  into  fruition,  and  provide  tho  present  luncheon  club,which  has  been  so 
successful,  with  a  firm  basis  from  which  it  can  extend  its  operations. 

I  am  gbad  too,  that  private  enterprise  in  the  town  has  shown  considerable 
initiative  in  seeking  to  provide  sheltered  accommodation,  since  tho  need  for 
proper  accommodation  for  the  elderly  resident  is  not  confined  to  any  particular 
social  strata. 


The  water  supply  is  now  tho  responsibility  of  the  Swindon  Water 
Department,  and  has  given  no  cause  for  anxiety. 

It  scorns  1971  tiny  sc-e  a  start  at  last  to  the  extensive  shheno  to 
improve  the  towns  sewerage  system,  which  has  caused  difficulties,  particularly 
in  tho  Manton  area  for  a  number  of  years. 


I  am  very  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued 
support,  and  for  the  kindness  and  co-operation  of  all  the  Officers  of  the 
Council  in  yet  another  year  besot  with  difficulties  and  uncertainty,  in  which 
tho  shadows  cast  by  roorganisat ion,  both  of  Local  Government .  and  tho  National 
Health  Services  have  been  major  factors.  I  do  hope  that,  as  I  said  last  year 
these  changes  will  not  result  in  any  significant  disturbance  in  the  relation¬ 
ship  between  the  future  Public  Health  Medical  Officer  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspectorate.  I  hope  also  that  every  effort  will  bo  made  to  ensure  that 
proper  nodical  advice  is  available  to  tho  new  District  Councils.  For  this 
to  be  really  effective  advice  must  be  available  ns  at  present,  before  it  is 
asked  for,  and  Very  often  without  members  of  tho  Council  even  knowing  that 
such  advice  has  been  given,  since  a  groat  deal  is  done  at  officer  lovol  in 
informal  discussions.  In  other  words,  I  hope  that  tho  present  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  remain  in  post,  albiot  redesignated  and 
employed  by  the  reorganised  National  Health  Service,  whore  I10  can  continue 
to  provide  in  addition  to  his  advisory  and  other  duties,  liaison  between 
general  practitioners ,  the  general  public,  local  authorities  and  the  now 
Department  of  Social  Services, 


Finally  I  should  specifically ' like  to  thank  Mr.  Yeoman  and  his  staff, 
Dr.  Lishnan  for  acting  as  my  Deputy,  Dr.  Wormald  and  the  staff  of  tho 'Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  their  continued  help  and  frequent  valued  advice,  and 
my  secretary,  Miss  Boswell  for  her  help  and  co-operation,  particularly  for 
her  work  in  preparing  this  annual  report.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A  weekly  collection  is  maintained  in  all  parts  of  the  district  ana  in 
addition  cafes,  restaurants  etc.,  have  a  twice  weekly  collection.  Disposal 
by  incineration  and  controlled  tipping  at  Portfields  continues  to  be 
satisfactory  and  infestation  by  rats  and  flies  has  been  minimal.  It  will 
be  necessary  within  the  next  6  months  to  extend  the  tipping  area  to  cater 
for  another  5  years  tipping. 


HOUSING 


Council  Houses  The  Contract  for  12  houses  at  Blowhorn  Street  mentioned  in 
the  last  report  was  completed  during  the  year.  Phase  1  of  the  Portfields 
development  was  commenced  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  12  (out  of  24)  units 
had  been  handed  over.  A  further  3  houses  were  commenced  at  Tinpit  and 
these  will  be  completed  early  in  1971* 

Private  Housing  35  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  to  give  a  total 
of  houses  completed  since  the  war  of  410*  At  the  end  of  Decomber  a 
further  26  were  under  construction. 

Improvements  to  Pre-war  Houses  The  modernization  programme  has  continued 
satisfactorily  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  was  as  follows s-

RODENT  CONTROL 


65  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  were  received  during  the  year,  25  of 
which  came  from  business  premises.  In  addition  a  test  baiting  of  35 
manholes  on  the  main  sewerage  system  was  carried  out  and  6  manholes  were 
found  to  be  infested.  The  infestation  was  cleared  after  several  ro-visits. 
The  work  of  rodent  control  is  carried  out  by  a  member  of  the  outside  staff 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
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SEWERAGE 


At  long  last  some  progress  is  being  made  with  the-  proposed  improvement s  to 
the  sewerage  system.  The  Minister's  Inspector  hold  an  Engineering 
Investigation  on  the  22nd  September  and  subsequently  approved  the  scheme 
in  principle.  The  Consulting  Engineers  have  now  been  instructed  to  proceed 
with  tho  preparation  of  the  detailed  scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  will 
commence  in  September,  1971*  The  works,  in  the  meantime,  continues  to 
function  reasonably  satisfactorily,  but  samples  of  effluent  frequently 
fail  to  reach  the  Thames  Conservancy  standard.
